ANOTHER Fata Bower Exrrostoy.—A little after 
six o’clock on Friday morning last, a loud report was 
heard to issue from Messrs. Lloyd aud Foster’s Old 
Park Colliery, between Wednesbury and Darlaston ; a 
large boiler exploded. Whilst the men were descending a 
shaft about 120 yards in depth, the explosion took place. 
In bursting, a part of the boiler struck the machinery, 
and a large piece of a heavy wheel which was dislodged 
fell upon the head of an hman, who was quietly eat- 
ing his breakfast by the boiler fire, and killed him on 
the spot. The stoker, T. Grice, and the engineer, John 
Meekin, were thrown down, and partially buried under 
the rubbish, but neither of them were seriously injured. 

At Detroit, Michigan, on the 4th inst., Edward H. 
Benedict stabbed his wife in a quarrel, killing her in- 
stantly. He afterwards attempted to hang himself, but 
was prevented, and is in prison.

‘Two peasants, 
named Sabatier and Montaud, of Ponteves, quarrelled 
some time about a poplar at the extremity of their 
fields, and the latter rwards manifested great ani- 
mosity against the former. This animosity was greatly 
increased by Sabatier having resolved on constructing a 
wall which would have occasioned some inconvenience 
to Montaud. The latter vowed that he would prevent 
it, but Sabatier, taking no notice, went to the spot with 
some workmen. Montaud immediately hurried up with 
his gun, and, without saying a word, shot Sabatier dead. 
He then went to his house, and with his wife barricaded 
himself in. Presently some gendarmes arrived, and as 
they knew that he was a desperate character, they not 
only loaded their carbines, but made fifteen persons, 
armed with guns, accompany them. To the summons 
made to him to open his door, he only replied by threats. 
Seeing that he would not surrender, the gendarmes 
kindled a fire at his door to burn it down. Aftera while, 
he was so incommoded by the smoke, that he threw 
open the door, and appeared with a gun in one handand 
a stick in the other. A gendarme fired and slightly 
wounded him. The man was p ng to return the 
shot, when two other guns were ged at him, and 
he fell dead.
